NEWS OF THE PROVINCE.

Certain parties— principally, it is said, 
from Norllitield ami Wellington, go shoot- 
ing at the back of Departure liay and kill 
un branded c.tile, under the impression that 
they have a legal right to do so. Residents 
have missod a numl er of cattle lately, and 
intend to make it perfectly understood by 
legal process that cattle can not be shot 
because they tire not branded. 

The Xew Vancouver Coal Company for 
some time have been engaged sinking a large 
shaft on tho sout hern point of Protection 
Island, at the entrance to tbe harbor, so as 
to reach the magnificent and extensive field 
of superior coal recently struck in the No. 
I or Esplanade shaft of the Company. The 
dist nice between these two shafts is fully a 
mile and a half, and to do this hauling the 
Company are placing in operation electric 
motors. On Saturday, at a depth of 585 
feet from the surface, after passing through 
a strata of conglomerate, the sinkers started 
into soft black sandstone, and in this sand- 
stone are some beautiful specimens of clam 
shells. The coal is expected to be reached 
at ()•_'() feet, and in the intervening strata it 
is expected that fossilized leaves will be 
found. It is expected the coal will be 
reached by Christ mas Day. and then the 
output of No. 1 shaft will bo materially in- 
crensed. 

Nanai.mo, B.C., Dec. I.— In the police 
courty to-day John Williams, charged with 
stealing goods from the E. & N. Railroad 
station, was convicted, sentence reserved. 
Arthur Morgin, charged with the embezzle- 
ment of money of the K .v. X. Railway Co., 
and of stealing money from the company's 
office pleaded guilty. 

The fall assizes opened here to-day. 
Judge Crease presided. Among the must 
impel tant cases is the conspiracy case. An 
application will probably be mad - for a 
change of venu. It is possible the case will 
be ttied in V ictoria. 

The arc light now in operation hero give, 
good satisfaction, last evening bong 
the lirst time the streets were lighted by 
the arc light.

New Westminstkk, Dec. I. — The 
Farmers' Association of Westminster dis 
triet was organized here, to-day, 1). -legates 
were present from all parts of the district. 
The object of the as-ociution is the protec- 
tion of the interests of the farmers, the 
initiation of necessary legislation, the 
establishing of markets, etc. 

St. Andrew's Society's annual banquet was 
a grand success, last night. 

The \Vi Btminster S cam Navigation com- 
pany ban compromised with its creditors at, 
50 cents on the dollar. The Delaware will 
be running again shoitly. 

In reference to the item in the Colonist 
on the Greer case, in whioh it was stated 
that the sherill' undertook tho task of calling 
the jury himself, it is desired, in correction 
of this, to state that tho jury was drawn in 
the sheriffs ollice by the Government 
agent, assisted by tho sherill' and two magis- 
trates, so that a charge of unfairness 
against the sherill' is unfounded, 

The grand jury at the fall assizes, in tho 
course of their presentment to Mr. Justice 
McCreight, made tho following reference ; 



" Wo hopo that we are not exceeding our 
privileges when we request that Samuel 
Greer be not sent to the penitentiary until 
the application for a new trial is disposed 
of, as it is in our minds quite clear that tho 
verdict of the petit jury was caused by a 
misunderstanding, and they were unanimous 
in desiring a verdict for common assault." 
His lordship saw no reason why a motion 
for a new trial should not be made. Coun- 
sel for Greer gave notice of motion to alter 
the -judgment of the Chief Justice by sus- 
pending judgment until certain points bad 
been decided by the full bench. The 
Crown argued that the points could not bo 
reserved after sentence had been passed. 
HiB lordship said there must be a case for 
the full bench, which could be made at 
Victoria. 

In the case of Frank White, it was recom- 
mended by the grand jury that the sentence 
shi.uld commence from tho time of his ar- 
rest ; but the court ruled that there could 
be no change after the sentence had been 
puss"d. 

A lady from up river is in the city with 
the view of cut -ring suit for a divorce 
from her husband. The grounds are deser- 
tion, failing to provide for her, and a. still 
more serious charge. The lady applied to 
Mr. Moresby to arrest, her husband, but uo 
charge warranting this step could be laid by 
her, and he was obliged to refuse the re- 
quest. If the c ise conies before the court 
on the charges alleged, it will be the second 
of the kind ever tried in Canada. 

Aid, Walker is writing to the Columbian 
a treatise on municipal matters, with par- 
ticular reference to Westminster and the 
province. 

John Hendry returned, on Sunday, from 
San Francisco, where he had gone to make 
enquiries about his missing brother Thomas. 
Thomas Hendry, it will be remembered, 
disappeared u short time ago and was sup- 
posed to have been made away with.

Vancouver, Dec. I.- Rev. J. F. Retts 
received a telegram, this morning, announc- 
ing that the Coquulcetza Home at Chilli- 
whack had been destroyed by fire, last 
night. This is tho home for Indian girls, 
which is conducted under tho direction of 
tin: Methodist, church, and is in charge of 
Miss Caik.

PARIS, Dec. 1.— A despatch from Pas de 
Calais announces the ending of the great 
miners' strike. A number of delegates re- 
presenting the miners held a meeting and 
decided that work should be resumed in all 
the mines to-morrow. The despatch docs 
not state whether the mine owners made 
any concessions, or whether the men re- 
turned to work on the employers' terms, 
The delegates of the miners resolved to ap- 
peal to the chambers in behalf of clemency 
for their comrades who had been sentenced 
to prison and a line for participation in the 
recent rmts. Tho miners are anxious to 
have a free pardon granted, as the families 
of tho convicted rioters have suffered 
through the punishment of the husbands 
and fathers. 

The council of tho Textile Factory Work- 
ers' Association has decided to appeal to 
parliament to romonetize silver, being con- 
vinced that such a course on the part of the 
government is the only means of saving the 
trade in which they are interest' d. 

A committee of the chamber of deputies 
lias drafted a bill which provides that for- 
eigners arriving in France with the intention 
of working, either temporarily or perman- 
ently, must, within a Week, obtain a license 
hearing a three-franc stamp. Employers of 
foreigners are made liable to tine for infrac- 
tion of the law. 

The Senate has decided to impose a duty 
of three francs on imported Indian con. 
M. Lacour demanded that all grain used us 
seed, and all other seeds for planting, be cx 
einpted from duty. 

Apropos of the question of the admission 
of American pork, Siegfried, a member of 
the chamber of deputies, says: The United 
Slates will be able to introduce salt meats 
in France in spile of the Fiench duty, but 
if the Congress diminish the duties on 
French silks, woollens and cottons, a reduc- 
tion of French duties on American imp irts 
will be readily granted. A tree.ty ot com- 
merce with the United Slates is moat desir- 
able. 

The Archbishop of Aix performed mass, 
on Sunday, at Fourviercs, near Lyons. An 
immense congregation attended. The Arch- 
bishop assured his hearers that the fine im- 
posed upon him would not prevent him from 
speaking whenever lie felt called upon to 
speak as a pastor of the church. The pre- 
late was heartily cheered on taking his de- 
part in e. 

It is believed in many quarters that the 
prosecution of the Archbishop of Aix was a 
false step on the part of the Govern- 
ment, Tho Gaulois, to-day, says that the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, in an interview 
with the Papal nuncio at Paris, intimated 
that unless tub Vatican advised moderation 
on the part of French bishops, the (iov- 
crnment would feel inclined to cease oppos- 
ing the separation of church and state. 

The marriage of Miss Mattic E. Mitchell, 
daughter of Senator Mitchell, of Oregon, to 
Duke Francois de La Rochefoucald will take 
place early in January. The young people 
first met six years ago, at :i dinner given in 
Miss Mitchell's honor, at, St. Germain, and 
it is said the romance opened with love at 
tirst. sight. Reasons of a private nature at 
that time prevented the marriage, but upon 
the Senator's arrival in Europe, last sum- 
mer, mutters were satisfactorily arranged, 
and the young couple were made happy by 
the consent of both families. The Duke is 
an officer of the Chasseurs d'Afrique ' and 
has been stationed with his regiment in 
Algiers for three years. Throughout his 
career lie has always sought active service. 
Though but .'iS years of age, ho has made a 
brilliant military record.

SENSATIONAL DIVORCE SUIT. 

Earl Kussell Charged by His Wife With IK- 
Usinc Her mid Oilier Offences. 

London, Dec. 1.— In the Divorca Divi- 
sion of Her Majesty's High Court of Justice, 
a suit for divorce has been brought by 
Countess Russell against her husband, Earl 
Russell, grandson of t he celebrated English 
statesman, Lord John Russell. The Earl is 
only 26 years of ug*, and while at Oxford 
attracted considerable attention from his 
eccentric theological and political views. 
Countess Russell claims release from her 
husband on the grounds of cruelty uf an 
extreme and extraordinary nature. Sir 
Hdrtur.l Clarke, in his opining address, 
said he would have to call attention to some 
of the most distressing n 
episodes which, in his

In fact.. Sir Edward intimated that if t In- 
jury found for the Countess, his client, as 
they undoubtedly would in his opinion, 
they would find out., such was the serious 
nature ol tin? testimony which could bo 
furnished, they might be called upon to face 
a criminal prosecution, foi which, if guilty, 
the punishment would be imprisonment for 
a term of years. (Sensation in Court.) 
Continuing, Sir Edward Clarke gave the 
history of both parties to the suit,, saying 
that, by mat riago settlement, tho petitioner 
had 8100 000 a year, while her husband had 
only 850,000. I be petitioner, ho continued, 
claims that she has been regularly and sys- 
tematically insulted by her husband I of ore 
the servants, and she has been compelled to 
do menial duties for the respondent, for 
hours nightly, in Ins bedroom. 

The Solicit or-General rem irked that the 
Earl had upon a number of occasions used 
personal violence towards his wife, and that 
he had made her sudor most severely from 
his continuous inconsiderate conduct. As 
an instance of this conduct of tho Earl 
towards the Countess, Sir Edward Clarke 
explained that, while she was Buffering 
acutely at Torquay from influenza, shortly 
after her wedding, the Karl compelled her 
to take long walks or else drove her over 
dangerous and hilly paths, and declined 
to allow the petitioner to walk in spite of 
the fact that the Countess expressed great 
fear and Buffered greatly from nervousness. 
Sir Edward Clarke, amid murmurs of sup- 



pressed excitement and manifestation of 
feelings of considerable curiosity , then called 
tho Countess to the stand. The latter, who 
looked much agitated and who was very 
pale, glanced sadly around the Court room, 
her eyes lilled with tears, uiul then seemed 
to try her utmost to concentrate all her at- 
tention upon her counsel, ami his question- 
ing. The Countess was dressed in mi ele- 
gant costume of blue velvet and silver, top- 
ped off by a coquettishly blue velvet hat 
trimmed with black ostrich feathers. 
She was accompanied by her mother and 
by her sister, who seemed to be doing their 
utmost to cheer her up. Tho Countess gave 
her testimony In a low, but clear voice, and 
with great deliberation, as if desirous oF 
telling the truth, confirmed the statements 
made by letding counsel. She said in ad- 
dition that the Earl had compelled bur to sit- 
up until three o'clock in the morning, uiul 
he insisted that she should keep a number 
of books which contained household accounts. 
When she complained against the needless 
severity, and said that she was not strong 
enough to endure such a strain, the Earl an- 
grily told her she was a "useless fool." 
Continuing, the Countess -aid her husband 
had, upon more than one occasion, threaten- 
ed to shout her, that ho bud ordered her to 
leave her bed while she was naked. 



HOME FROM RUSSIA. 



Siberia Not So Bad a Place After AIL 
A Splendid Conn- 
try. 



Railway VVorks Undertaken, To Re 
Carried Out by Convicts and 
Military Men. 



Among tho passengers on hoard tho 
Empress of China, which arrived in port, 
yesterday cv sning, was Mr. Geo. A. Reefer, 
C. E., wdio has b^en through Russia on 
oflicial business. By land and water, Mr. 
Ke.efer lias had a rough experience. For six 
days after leaving Yokohama on his home- 
ward trip, the weather was very bad — tho 
roughest experienced by the oldest tar on 
board. However, despite all be lias gone 
through, Mr. Reefer returns in excellent 
health and spirits. His trip to tho "land 
of despotism," as Russia is often culled, was 
in connection with a big railway scheme 
which is mapped out to run through the 
realms of the czar some 7,000 miles from tho 
Pacific, inland. It did not, however, take 
long to convince Mr. Reefer that no foreigner 
need apply. The work is to be undertaken 
exclusively by the Government of Russia, 
and, according to present arrangements, is 
to be carried out by convict and military 
labor. A commencement bus been made ut 
both ends of the line, but progress is slow,, 
and although the contract for these par- 
ticular sections is limited to tbreo years, 
Mr. Keefer has no doubt that ut tho 
expiration of that term much will remain 
to be done. The work is to be a nutional 
undertaking, and, from the class of men. 
engaged in it, it is not Kkely to he- 
pressed forward with any degree of 
alacrity. The convicts are men naturally 
disinclined to work with any energy, and 
their guards ore so numerous and inex- 
perienced in railway construction that a 
serious impediment at once presents 
itself. "My impression is," said Mr. 
Keefer to a Colonist reporter, lasb 
night, " that they will make a 
mull of it. I believe that before two yeara 
have passed they will bo obliged to call in 
foreign ]ielp." 

"Are there any serious engineering difli- 
culties to be overcome ?" was asked. 

"No," replied Mr. Keefer, "It is the most 
favorable country I have ever seen for railway 
works. The worst of it is that tbu seasons 
are short, and a stranger taking a contract 
there would have to house his men for five 
or six mnnths during the severe weather," 

"Is the weather very severe dining these 
mouths ?" 

"Oh no, it is not so very had. I was 
there towards the end of October, 
and the leaves were falling, but there had 
been no severe frosts. I don't think it ia 
worse than it is in eastern or central Can- 
ada. It is really a beautiful country." 

Questioned as to Siberia, Mr. Keefer said 
he believed it to bo the best climate njul 
best soil in Russia. It was a. 
splendid country —park like — and chiving 
through it one would expect to see a 
house here and there among tho nicely 
wooded patches of ground. It w as alto- 
gether a mistake to suppose that Siberia, 
was that terrible place it was depicted. 
The convicts seemed to be a happy lot, and 
did not certainly appear to be overworked. 
A distinction was drawn between the eiini- 
inal and political prisoners— the latter 
being allowed to h ive their wives and fami- 
lies with them, and to live in houses of 
their own. The only thing was that 
they ate banished to Siberia, anil 
hence it was that one could scarcely itiovo 
without a passport. In Eastern Siberia he 
found hue, stalwart, muscular, intelligent- 
looking men. They were, however, a dan- 
gerous crowd, who thought very little of 
taking a life. 

Mr. Keefer told some amusing talcs of 
his rides in tarntas. "A person must ex- 
perience one of those rides," said he, "be- 
fore he can fully appreciate it. There are 
three horses to the car— one between the 
shafts and the other two outside. 
And don't they go ! There tire 
no springs to the turntas, but 
now mid again tbe hay at thi bottom 
is renewed. How t hey do jolt ! 1 know I 
was Buffering from lumbago, but a ride in u 
t iruta cured me. You have no idea of tho 
sensation." 

Mr. Keefer believes that the construction 
of the railway is more for military purposes 
than as a commercial speculation or for tho 
Improvement of the country. The Russians 
are not content with their present Pacific 
stations, and bad their eyes on 
more southerly ports — possibly Coiea — ■ 
which would be open in winter. 
Of the country generally, very little appear- 
ed to be known, but as far us lie bad seen of 
it— and he travelled nearly -1,000 miles— it 
was not. at all an undesirable pluco, Ho 
saw very little of that terror ami despotism 
so freely associated with Russia, and more 
particularly Siberia.

THE ROYAL COMMISSION. 



The Market Building Charge ami the 
Waterworks Question Dealt 
With. 



One of the Petitioners Enters the 
Box and Gives His Professional 
Ideas About Water- 



Aa soon as work was started in the Royal 
Commission room, yesterday morning, Mr. 
Mohun was re-called by Mr. Bodwoll to 
give some additional testimony relating to 
tlio lequircd width of the sewerage trenches 
in various parts of the city. He quoted 
section r>S of the sewerage contract, in rela- 
tion to this matter. It states us follows : 

"The sower trenches are to he excavated 
true to line and grade as shown on the 
drawings, and must bo cut in the manner 
indicated on drawing No. — . At the level 
of the haunches the trench must be at least 
18 in. wiiler than the diameter of the pipe 
measured over all. At each joint the 
ground must lie excavated 2J ins. deeper 
than the general bottom of the trench for a 
length of 8 ins. The semi-circular cut in 
tlio bottom of the trench must be made to 
fit the bottom of the pipe and be true to 
grade. When the bottom of the trench is 
unsound or consists of inado ground, two 
inch planks must be driven down to a solid 
foundation, at such distances apart as may 
be directed by the engineer, and a semi- 
circular notch to lit the bottom of the pipe 
cut at the proper level. If directed by the 
engineer, the contractor shall remove all 
unsound material from the bottom of the 
trench and lill with Portland cement con- 
crete, consisting of fourteen parts of broken 
stone, gravel and sand, to one of cement, to 
the proper level. The trenches shall be 
kept perfectly free from water by [lumping 
or baling. : ' 

This concluded the evidence of the peti- 
tioners on the sewerage question. 

Air. Bodwell then stated that the next, 
charge he would take up was No. 10, the 
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ITi:l.,IC MAItKliT III' ILL). 



The charge is that the expenditure for 
the new market has been very great, and 
thn petitioners request that enquiry be 
made into the particulars of the purchase of 
the land, and the construction of the build- 
ing. That the Council be called upon to 
produce the different tenders together with 
the plans and specifications respectively re- 
ceived for the building, and for the brick 
and carpenter work, etc. The expense has 
been very heavy, and there scorns to be a 
very small prospect of reimbursement to the 
taxpayers. The petitioners allege that on 
Market Building Loan, the Council are pay- 
ing u higher rate of interest than the by- 
law authorizes. 

Mr. Richards, on behalf of the City 
Council, answers as follows : — 

That the same arrangement has been 
made with reference to the .Market Building 
Loan Debentures an stated in regard to the 
Sewerage Debentures. 

The Council of 181)1 are now, and always 
have been, willing to afford any information 
as to the market expenditures, ami all other 
■expenditures, to petitioners, or to any other 
ratepayers, and are quite willing to produce 
any daUv they have, which may be asked for, 
l)ut, so far as the Council are aware, no such 
requests have been made prior to this en- 
quiry. 

One by-law authorized a loan of $45,000 
for the land, anil another by-law authorized 
a loan of .Soo.OOO for the buildings. The 
sum of $42,000 was paid for the land, and 
the remainder for expenses incidental to 
clearing the land, etc. 

Of the §50,01)0 for the buildings, §31,. 
435.50 has been paid the contractors on ac- 
count, and the balance will he pafd so soon 
us the buildings arc completed. The follow- 
ing are the details to date :

The remaining portion of this charge is a 
matter of opinion, upon which the rate- 
payers have already passed their assent. 

Alderman Holland was first called. lie 
. produced the tenders received by the City 
Council for the erection of a market build- 
ing. That of McGregor and .Jeeves for 
$49,975, being the lowest was accepted by 
the City. It was decided, when the tender 
was accepted, only to put up the main 
building. The contract was subsequently 
let to McGregor and .Jeeves. It included 
the whole work of the building. Witness 
had no means of knowing if the lirm gave 
out sub-con tracts for the job. A man named 
Donaldson was in charge of the wood- 
work. 

John Tongue, architect, called -1 produce 
the contract and specifications for the mar- 
ket building, The asphalt work in the 
building is being done by a locul company. 
I don't think it will cost as much as $8,000. 
The wood work has been done by a man 
named Donaldson. All the joinery has 
been prepared at Smith and Clark's shop. 
The wood work forms a considerable item 
in the contract. 1 have never known Don- 
aldson as a contractor before. The work of 
the building has been done entirely to my 
satisfaction. I consider it a 6rst-class job. 
I don't, think the amount of the tender is ut 
all out of the way. 

Mr. J. E. Crane, Secretary of the Pacific 
Asphalt Co., Ltd, produced the books of his 
company. They had been awarded the con- 
tract for the asphalt for the City .Market, 
lie thought the price was §7,000, or there- 
abouts. Alderman .John Coughlan had 251 
shares in the concern, holding the control- 
ling interest. That gentleman was manag- 
ing director. Witness, Dr. Milne, and W. 
('. Hayward were the other directors. 
There were twelve shareholders. Capital 
stock of the company was $50,000, and the 
shares were §100 each. Didn't know of 
anybody else in the asphalt business in 

Victoria. 

Alex. Donaldson, deposed— I- am a car- 
penter and contractor. Have tho contract 
for tho wood work on the market building. 
Had most of the finishing and turning done 
at Smith & Clark's shop. Mr. Smith is my 
brother-in-law. He is an alderman, My 
job is worth about §12,170. 1 took a sub- 
contract from Met iregor & Jeeves. I gave 
no security for the fulfilment of my con- 
tract. Own some property hero. The wood 
work required a great, deal of finishing at 
Smith's shop. Tho sush doors, window 
frames, stairs, staireasing, and moulding 
were all done at Smith it Clark's. Work 
was done there because 1 thought it was the 
cheapest and best place. Never spoke to 



Mr. Smith about the contract before it was 
let. Don't think ho knew of it at all. 

At this stage the Court adjourned for 
lunch. 

On resuming, the plan of the market 
building was put in as evidence by Mr. 
Teague. 

WATER WORKS. 

Charge 11— the Water Works— was then 
taken up. Mr. Bodwell's case was pre- 
sented in the following terms : 

From the meagre ac :ounts published, and 
the muddled way in which the water works 
accounts have been kept in past years, ex- 
act figures cannot bo arrived at, but the 
petitioners allege that tho Corporation has 
taken at least §150,000 of water works in- 
come and applied to revenue purposes. Had 
this large sum been applied to needed ex- 
tension of the water works, instead of, 
year after year, going into the Corporation 
current revenue, lot. is from time to time 
raised for water works purposes, on the 
security of extra rates upon property, 
would have been unnecessary, and tho real 
estnto would have been less burdensome 
than it is at present. More money bus bei n 
wustcfully spent on the water works than 
on any other Corporation public work. As 
an instance of this, a costly, but uncom- 
pleted reservoir, which absorbed a large 
portion of one of the water works loans, 
has recently been obliterated, and turned 
into the roadway of Pandora street exten- 
sion. The discreditable state of the filter 
beds is apparent to those who, with more 
courage than discretion, drink the city 
water without boiling it. The city water 
has the reputation of being the most impure 
supplied to any city on the Pacific Coast. 
The City Council has frustrated the efforts 
of the water works engineers to reform and 
improve the affairs of the water works, 

Mr. Richards, in answer to these charges, 
stated that a sum aggregating about $152,- 
000 has been received by the Corporation 
during a series of years from tho waterworks 
and applied to current revenue account,. It 
was the duty of the Corporation to so apply 
such sunn by virtue of Section .'(I of 'die 
Waterworks Act, 1873, which reads as 
follows : 

"34. That, after the construction of the 
works, all the revenues arising from or out 
of the supplying of water, or from the real 
and personal property connected with the 
taid water works, acquired by the said Cor- 
poration or Commissioner under this Act, 
shall, after providing for the expenses at- 
tendant upon the maintenance of the said 
water works, to be paid over to and deposit- 
ed monthly with the Clerk of the said Cor- 
poration of the City of Victoria, as herein- 
before provided, and shall make part of the 
•general funds of the Corporation, and may 
be applied accordingly." 

With regard to the expenditure on the re- 
servoir at the head of Pandora street, this 
expenditure was incurred in the year 1SS7, 
by tho then Council, of which one of the pe- 
titioners was a member and approved of 
same. While the work was in progress, 
Peter Sumrr.erfield, a professional engineer, 
was appointed Water Commissioner. Mr. 
Summerfield disapproved of the work as 
useless, and the Council thereupon declined 
to spend any further moneys upon such res- 
ervoir. The amount spent prior to such 
time was $28,080.15 for hind, reservoir, etc. 
The rest of the charge is merely an expres- 
sion of the opinion of petitioners, to which 
we do not consider it necessary to reply 
specially 

Mr. 1!. W. Pearse and Mr. P. .Summer- 
field, late Water Commissioner, were exam- 
ined at length, the whole of their evidence 
consisting of technical details of tho water 
service, most of it being embodied in Coun- 
cil reports. 

The Commission then adjourned till 11.. 'JO 
this morning. Mr. Bodwell has signified 
his intention of bringing up three additional 
charges to-day. 

THE BOUNDARY QUESTION. 

Sir. St'venson Substantiates the Points He 
Previously Made, anil Refutes Their 
Opponents. 

To Tin-: EDITOR : — As I see that my letter 
on the above question, published in your 
issue of the l'.lth inst., has occasioned quite 
a flutter in the Sound cities, I will, with 
your kind permission, again revert to the 
subject, as I deem it one which ought to be 
interesting to every patriotic Canadian. 
Mr. K. C. Archer, one of the pioneers of 
Puget Sound, in an interview with a Seattle 
Post-Intelligencer reporter, is so discourte- 
ous as to give me the lie direct. He then 
proceeds to fortify his position with a mass 
of evidence, which, being altogether hear- 
say, is consequently unreliable, and proves 
nothing one way or another. Towards the 
close of his statement he says : "In the 
fall of 1 ST- 1 took a claim at Semiahmoo 
and remained there ten years. During this 
time never a word was said about the line 
being inaccurate, except once, when a cap- 
tain, who ' took the sun ' off Point Roberts, 
said that 'the 49th parallel' had not been 
correctly marked." 

I an; astonished that Mr. Archer lias let 
slip this admission, as the asseveration of 
the captain, who "look the sun," alto- 
gether outweighs the fact of the Semiahmoo 
settlers saying never a word, most pro- 
bably because they never bothered their 
heads about, it, and took everything tor 
granted. A statement which puis things 
in a very different light, is that of 11. II, 
Talcott, Esq., chief engineer of the Scuttle 
and Eastern Construction Company, a man 
whose high and responsible position guar- 
antees tho sincerity of bis testimony. In 
the Post- Intelligencer, of the 25th inst., he 
says : "Although it does not make any 
difference as to the exact location of the 
boundary, it is a fact that the forty-ninth 
parallel is nearly a quarter of a mile south 
of the line. Formerly the longitude west of 
Greenwich was determined by means of 
chronometer* carried across the ocean, the 
difference in time fixing tho latitude and 
longitude. Of course, it was impossible to 
secure absolute accuracy by these methods, 
and an error of a very few minutes would 
make a considerable difference in the 
location of a certain parallel. After the At- 
lantic cable was finished, Greenwich time 
was cabled over, and tho forty-ninth paral- 
lel was found to be nearly a quarter of a 
mile south of the boundary. Howover, the 
present boundary was agreed upon as the 
forty-ninth parallel at the time when the 
joint Commission established tho line, so 
that the present division of territory is not 
likely to be disturbed.' 1 

This statement, coming as it does from 
the American side, is stamped with tho im- 
press of truth. It bears out the allegation 
of Ensign Kdward Moales, of the U. S. Sur- 
vey, published in your issue of 17th April 
last, that the. boundary line was 300 yards 
north of the forty-ninth parallel. It corro- 
borates the statement made by the American 
Surveyor who laid out the town site of 
Blaine; likewise the unnamed captain who 
"took the sun " at Point Roberts, and is in 
complete accord with my own personal ob- 



servations taken at tho time, as well as with 
those of my lamented friends, Judges Cox 
and Huyncs, who have since crossed the 
boundary line of eternity. If the joint 
Commission which established the line had 
final powers, then, of course, my 
contention can have no value ex- 
cept lis establishing a historical and 
topographical fact. If they hud not final 
power, tho matter should bo thoroughly in- 
vestigated, involving, as it docs, a strip of 
land nearly, if not unite, equal in area to 
the state of Rhode Island. 

Tn the near future, the boundary lino be- 
tween Alaska and Uritisli territory will 
havo to be determined, and, as there is 
quite a largo extent of auriferous country 
involved, 1 trust that these letters of mine, 
even if they do not succeed in having the 
boundary question re-opened, and mistakes 
rectified, will, at least, by redox action, in 
oline our representatives in the Alaska 
boundary commission to incieused vigilance 
and painstaking efforts in their labors, ill 
order that they may not be guilty of a repe- 
tition of the blunders which lost us such a 
handsome strip of territory in 1801.

Mr. I. It. Fisher's Return From a 
Prolonged and Pleasant 
Trip. 



Stabbed by u Chinaman in Canton, 
On Leaving tho Temple 
of Horrors. 



Mr. L B. Fisher returned to Victoria, a 
few days ago, having made u round-the- 
world trip. Mr, Fisher did not attempt 
to beat the record of tho world-circlers ; 
he was on pleasure bent, and consequently 
took his time and saw idl that was to he 
seen. He left Vancouver, a year ago, on 
the Parthia, with sixteen others, for Yoko- 
hama, and arriving at his deal im> tion after 
a very pleasant trip, bade his fellow passen- 
gers adieu. During the two months which 
bo spent in Japan, he toured all parts of 
interest in the country, and had the good 
fortune oE meeting l>r. Cos, who some 
years ago was the naval surgeon at Esqui- 
malt station. The doctor and Mrs. Cox 
are quice well, and thoroughly enjoy the 
oountrj and climate. Mr. Bull, a nephew 
of Dr. Matthews, is also in the land of the 
daps, and hia numerous friends in Victoria 
will be "lad In hear that he is doing well. 
In the Orient there was quite a Btir 
as to the prospect of increased trade 
t with Canada, owing to the improved 
service which the majestic steamers of '.he 
C.P.B. offered, but Mr. Fisher's was not 
the good fortune of taking a trip by one of 
the fleet. From Yokohama he went to 
Hongkong, and this being his first visit to 
the place he " took in " the ordinary tour- 
ist routes, and a great deal that the hurried 
visitor never touches. Canton was in turn 
visited. It is a city claiming two million of 
a population, whose buildings are not im- 
posing and who e streets average six feet in 
width. From the English quarter, Mr. 
Fisher thought he would take a run through 
the city proper, and, with the assistance of 
four coolies, and seated in one of the car- 
riage chairs peculiar to eastern countries, 
he Started on his perilous trip. The Temple 
of Horrors was one of tlie sights which he 
longed to see — and he saw it. The horrors 
of punishment which criminals endure arc 
depicted by a series of life-size figures un- 
dergoing amputations of various kinds— the 
toes, the hands, the limbs, the breasts, etc., 
until ultimately the vital partsoreattacked, 
and then — death. It is a horriblo sight, 
Mr. Fisher says, but the temple 
is supported by government with 
the view of deterring people from com- 
mitting crime tin leaving ,the horrible 
quarters a 1-4 year old Chinese youth sprang 
out from a place of c- neealment, and with a 
knife stabbed Mr. Fisher in the leg, inflict- 
a very nasty wound. The young rased, of 
course, escaped, and the coolies advised 
their charge not to notice the event. They 
cautioned him that all sorts of indignities 
would he heaped upon him, so that when 
he wus spat upon or jeered at be had 
simply to gi in and bear it. The Chinese 
are most insolent to white visitors, their 
object being to resent the indignities which 
they claim their countrymen are subjected 
to everywhere outside of Celestial realms. 
Even the English quarters at Canton are 
occasionally attacked by the Mongolians. 
The Chinese authorities profess to protect 
visitors, but when a crime is committed 
and complained of, they simply say: "Show 
uh the man, and we will put him to death ?" 
One might as well look for the proverbial 
needle in a bundle of straw as look after a 
particular Chinaman in Canton. Several 
hundred thousand Chinese live in boats or 
barges along the river banks, and it is said 
that there are generations of them who 
never set foot on Icrra firmci. 

From Canton Mr. Fisher went to Macoa 
— a Portuguese colony or Roman Catholic 
Mission, Macoa, is a thriving city, with 
public parks ami institutions, line streets, 
good lands, etc. Here there are a great 
number of half-breeds, a mixture of Chinese 
and Portuguese, and lazy beings they are. 

Mr. Fisher next made for Ceylon, where 
he spent an aurecable time. His experi- 
ences in India were pleasant, but us ho is 
not an enthusiastic sportsman lie did not go 
in for game. His trip to Australia was a 
very enjoyable one, and he is loud in his 
praises of the cities of Adelaide, Sydney, 
Melbourne, etc. The great labor troubles 
were in full swing during Mr. Fisher's visit, 
and their disastrous effect upon the country 
were apparent even to a visitor. Capital- 
ists appeared afraid, or disinclined to invest 
their money, and there was a general stag- 
nation in trope. The sporting propensities 
of the Australians struck Mr. Fisher. He 
speaks of the athletic grounds as something 
grand— one of them yielding 15,000 
per annum from membership fees 
alone. Horse racing is a very 
popular sport, scarcely n day passing 
that some high blooded steeds are not put 
on the track. At Mob ourno, Mr. Fisher 
met an old Victorian — Mr. Hopson Walker, 
who, twenty years ago, was the leading 
legal light lure. Mr. Walker gave his visi- 
tor an agreeable surprise by producing the 
file of Tiik Colonist. He has been a regu- 
lar subscriber to the paper all along, and is, 
consequently, thoroughly posted , in Vic- 
torian nf fairs. 

Mr. Fisher also visited Bombay, where 
he found Mr. T. A. UulUley, an old Vic- 
torian, in chare, o of extensive harbor im- 
provements then being carried on there. In 
England, Mr. Fisher, of course, met many 
old friends, hot the weather was such in the 
Old Country that he was obliged to clear 
out. Crossing the channel, he met with 
more congenial weather in France, and a 
run up the Rhine did not detract from the 
pleasures of the trip. He came home via 
New Yoik, arriving in Victoria on Thurs- 
day last. He is agreeably surprised with 
the many improvements which have taken 
place in the city duriinf his brief absence.

MADE HIS LAST JUMP. 

Death of tlie Famous Canadian Horse Hose- 
berry. 

IChicogo Herald,) 

Roseherry, the gallant horse, will jump 
no more, lie died, last, night, shortly after 
8 o'clock. Hia triumphs in the ring are 
over, and he met his end in a magnificent 
effort to achieve what no horse has ever yet 
accomplished, and that was to clear a bar 
7 feet SJ inches high. After he recovered 
from his fall, Saturday night, and was 
walked around the ring, the peculiar action 
of his lllnd-quut'tors was noticeable, and it 
was feared then that he was injured inter- 
nally. His body was icy cold, and though 
he was covered with the thickest blankets 
and rubbed with the most powerful lini- 
ment the temperature could not be in- 
creased. lie nibbled feebly lit some hay 
and was taken to his stall about I 1 o'clock, 
where every attention was paid to him. 
The horse nwdo a bravo light and kept on 
his leg« until 1 o'clock, when ho luy down 
in his box null 

Early' yesterday morning Dr. Bovettsaw 
him and pronounced tho case hopeless, as

the horse was paralyzed internally. Mr. 
Pepper, who had been up all night with 
Tim Blong, Roseberry's rider, came to tho 
stall, and already there were a number of 
the horse's admirers there, among them \V. 
L. Mitchell, who has judged Rosobeny's- 
performance on many occasions. Mr. Mit- 
chell says he has witnessed many pathetic 
incidents, and has seen men fond of their 
horses, but he never saw such genuine grief 
displayed as when Dr. Hovett told Mr. Pep- 
per that the great horse must die. 

MR. PEPPER SHED TEARS. 

Tho tears started to Pepper's eyes, and' 
he had to leave the stall to get his feelings 
under control. One of the earliest visitors 
to the dying Roseherry was Mine. Maran- 
tetto, and sho fairly gave way when she 
heard that Filemaker's gallant rival wan 
doomed. Going into the box sho sat down,, 
and taking the animal's head in her lap she- 
cried like a child. Dr. Bovett knew the- 
cuse wus hopeless, but hesitated to advisc- 
that the horse should bo killed, as there 
was the faintest hope that Hoseberry's high 
courage might pull him through. 

Dr. P. W. Ashe wus called in and strong 
mustard plasters applied. Dr, Ashe agreed 
with Dr. P.ovett thut the chances were 100 
to one against the horse's living. Mr. Pep- 
per was inclined to put the horse out of suf- 
fering. The news of Hoseberry's condition 
was told to Tim Blong, and us he begged 
hard that the animal should not be killed it 
was determined to defer to his pleadings. 
In the afternoon paraplegia set in, and the 
unfortunate animal lay in his Mall without 
a movement. At 8 o'clock he died. One of 
the most anxious of his attendants was 
the tall colored man who has charge of File- 
maker. 

Roseherry was us game a horse as ever 
looked through a bridle. As to his parent- 
age, his sire is unknown, hut was supposed 
to have been a two-year-old colt, nearly 
thoroughbred. His dam was a daughter of 
the old trotting mare Muzeppa, from whom 
Roseherry inherited his dun color. He was 
six years old and stood Hi hands and half 
an inch bigh. His disposition wus remark- 
ably kind, and a lady could ride him. 

Before his remarkable jumping qualities 
were discovered by Tim Blong he had u. 
checkered career. lie ran in a London, 
Ontario, livery, a common hack, and had 
also filled the shafts of a milk wagon. 

OJiC'B SOLI) FOR §60. 

Tie changed hands once for §00, and Mr. 
(Hand, the London liveryman, paid §100 for 
him. When Mr. Pepper bought him the 
price [laid wus §107. 

lie began his jumping career in 1889 ami 
retired lor the season with a record of 
feet inches, having defeated Ontario. 
In 1890 he jumped 7 feet 1 inch at Toronto 
on the turf, ami ut the Chicago horse show, 
in November of that year, he cleared 7 feet 
\'l inches. At Elmira, in September of this 
year, he beat his public record by clearing 
the bar at 7 feet inches, though in prac- 
tice ut Toronto on July 1, 1891, he cleared 
the bar at 7 feet 53 inches. He has clearer! 
two bars 4 feet inches high and 10 feet 4 
inches apart at one Hying jump. His last 
performance wus on Thursday night at the 
Fat Stock Show, when in practice he cleared 
7 feet 34 inches, and his final appearance, 011. 
Saturday night, wdien, a' ter jumping 7 feet 
3J inches as a record; he met with tho acci- 
dent which caused his death in hia fifth at- 
tempt to clear 7 feet fU inches. 

The pecuniary loss to Mr. Pepper is great 
as in 1880 he refused §3,000 for Roseberty at 
Buffalo, and this year he declined §10,000 
for the horso. He was to have been taken 
to England in the spring with Queensberry, 
Maud, and the high-jumping pony Charlie 
Burgess, which Mr. Pepper recently pur- 
chased in order that he might have the 
greatest team of jumping horses the world 
had ever seen. 

By almost a miracle, Tim Blong, the 
young Irishman who fell with Roseherry, 
Saturday night, escaped without a hone be- 
ing broken, not even his collar-bone, which 
was broken at Peoria, being injured.

THE WRECKING QUESTION. 

It is not a littlo surprising that the 
steamer San Pedro should bo allowed to 
remain so long in a most dangerous position 
without hardly an effort being made, to 
save her from becoming a total wreck. It 
is the opinion of skilful men, that the ves- 
sel can be raised and put again in a sea- 
worthy condition. Why is not an attempt 
being made to take her from the position 
in which she now lies? Why is she left at 
the mercy of the winds und waves ? 

There are, we understand, men ill this 
city who are prepared to effect the salvage 
of the ship. These men assort that they 
have at their command the apparatus 
necessary to raise her and to bring lior into 
port. They are British subjects, certainly, 
but there is no re ison why British Biibj cts 
should not be permitted to save an Ameri- 
can ship, wrecked on British territory. If 
a British ship had been run on a sunken 
ledge, near an American harbor, British 
workmen would not be permitted to lay a 
hand on Iter, even though there were no 
appliances to be had in the place near 
Which she had been wrecked. The Ameri- 
can authorities would allow her to go to 
pieces before they -would permit 
u. British vessel to make the at- 
tempt to raise her. But here, the 
case is very different. There are in Vic- 
toria men and machinery and capital to 
raise the San Pedro, and all that is wanting 
is the opportunity to save her for her 
owners. But they, it appears, hold back 
simply because they hope that the authori- 
ties of the Port and in Ottawa will be pre- 
vailed upon to allow the vessel to be raised 
by American wreckers. 

Now there should he reciprocity in this 
business. If British ships are not per- 
mitted to save vessels in American waters, 
American shins should not be allowed to do 
salvage in British waters. Turn about is 
fair play. It is necessary that our Ameri- 
can neighbor should he taught a lesson in 
reciprocal wrecking. If there were no 
salvage apparatus in this city we would not 
ask the authorities to follow the American 
example and allow the ship to be wholly 
destroyed rather than permit her to be 
saved by Americans. But as there is here 
all that is required to save the San Pedro 
we do not think that the Customs authori- 
ties should put a damper on Victorian en- 
terprise by giving the preference to Ameri- 
can wreckers. There is really nothing to 
hinder the Collector of Victoria insisting 
upon the laws und regulations respecting 
wrecks and wreckers being rigidly enforced 
in the ease of the San Pedro. 



city to erect the first wing of the University 
building at a cost not exceeding $50,000, to 
ask some of our large landed proprietors to 
givo us a BuiUble site— some tentative pro- 
posals in this direction having already been 
made — and to r.ise from our citizens an en- 
dowment which would produce a sufficient 
income to enable us to begin our work as 
soon as our act of incorporation is secured. 

Letthe ratepayers, then, clearly understand 
the situation. If the by-law is defeated, all 
hope of Victoria becoming a great educa- 
tional ccntro is taken away, for we shali 
have given by our action absolute demon- 
stration of our indifference to that honor. 
If the by-law is defeated a most severe blow 
will be given to the progress of the city. 
Many of those who have families to educate 
will leave US if they are now here; and 
those who wish to make Victoria their home 
and are waiting to see if they will be able to 
find the educational facilities they require, 
will turn their faces in other directions. 

On the other hand, if the by law is passed 
the University may bean accomplished fact 
within six months. 

The cry being raised at present of in- 
creased taxation and extravagance has no 
meaning whatever, so far ,is this by-law is 
concerned — not only because the annual 
charge on the revenue of S - 2,900 is compara- 
tively a mere trifle, nut because the city's 
revenue will be largely increase 1 by the 
improvements which will certainly follow 
the establishment of the L'nivcr-iiy ; and 
the general business interests of the city 
will receive a permanent impetus. The city 
las offered bonuses for the establishment 
of manufactories, anil it is questionable 
whether money thus expended may bring 
an adequate return — but helping to found a 
university is simply assuring the rapid anil 
lasting development of the city and con- 
ferring a niagnitjeeut benefit upon the whole 
province. 

We have now our opportunity, and our 
enterprising rivals may well exult over us 
if, through neglect or indifference, wo fail 
to take advantage of it. The polling day is 
Wednesday, the ninth, and we trust the by- 
law may he unanimously carried, or, at 
least, may have a triumphant majority in 
its favor.

THE UNIVERSITY BYLAW. 

The City Council have decided to put 
before the ratepayers a by-law authorizing 
a loan of SoO.OOO towards the erection of 
University buildings in this city, and as all 
•our readers may not have been following 
the movement to provide the means of 
higher education in this province, we think 
it best simply to sum up its history us it 
has been referred to in our columns from 
time to time. In the summer of 1S!)0, a 
meeting was called in the City Hall to con- 
sider what could be done towards promot- 
ing a Provincial University, and, as the 
result, a bill was prepared incorporating 
the University of British Columbia, and the 
necessary steps were taken towards organiza- 
tion. In 1891, the hill was remodelled and 
again passed, but on the day the Senate 
should have met under the Act, no quorum 
appeared, ami no meeting was hold, anil as 
the Act made no provision for calling 
another meeting, nothing more could he 
done until further legislation was secured. 
In these circumstances, the friends of higher 
education in this city met together to con- 
sider what action should be taken, when it 
was unanimously resolved to withdraw 
from the proposal to establish a 
University under the Act of 1801, 
and to proceed at once with a movement to 
establish a University in this city, and to 
ask for an act of incorporation from the 
Legislature at its next session. The reasons 
for this step will, we believe, be deemed 
Sufficient by all who are .interested in the 
welfare of our city. 

Under the defunct Act, there was not 
the slightest prospect of the claims of 
Victoria to become the University seat 
being fairly considered, neither was there 
the prospect of the Island Members of 
Senate having any thing to do, but to acquiesce 
in the dccisioii of the Mainland majority. 
Further, under that Act, the Senate was so 
constituted that a quorum could seldom be 
■ expected to attend a meeting, and it was 
composed of so many diverse elements, that 
harmonious action could scarcely bo looked 
The prospects of any itnme- 
ate progress being made under thut Act, 
wej» extremely doubtful, as the financial

The Contemporary Review fur November 
contains an article on Charles Stewart Par- 
nell from the pen of Justin McCarthy. 
This at tide is not a panegyric by any means. 
In is a tcuiperato and, to all appearance, a 
fair estimate of that remarkable man and 
the work he did. As is proper in the 
sketch of the life of a man who was, in his 
last days, in some sense the author's rival, 
it does not contain one word of censure or 
disparagement. Mr. McCarthy writes like 
the high-minded gentleman that he is. He 
leaves it for others to expatiate up in Par- 
uell's faults and failings, ho writes of his 
old friend and leader, whom he was com- 
pelled to leave and to oppose in a kindly 
spirit. 

The picture he gives us of the Home 
Rule Leader is, nevertheless, not an attrac- 
tive one. He shows us a man ot almost a 
single idea, a man wholly absorbed in one 
pursuit. Parnell was so intent oil obtaining 
home rule for Ireland that he had 
neither time nor inclination to en- 
gage in anything else. He did 
not care for amusement, he hud 
no taste for literature, he was not fond of 
company, he evidently possessed no accom- 
plishments. He was immersed in politics, 
and he was unwilling to turn his attention 
to anything that had not for its object the 
attainment of lion e rule for Ireland. 

He appears to have been, for a man who 
had received what is called a liberal cdu 
cation, singularly ignorant, and the field of 
his intellectual vision seems to have been 
exceedingly narrow. This is what Mr. Mc- 
Carthy says about Mr. Parnoll's capacity 
and endowments : 

"I have often been asked whether Mr. 
Parnell was an intellectual, ' Distiwjno.' 
He was unquestionably u man of command- 
ing intellect. What he accomplished proves 
that much more than any panegyric or any 
argument could do. His work proves his 
intellect. But I suppose we can all see a 
distinct, although perhaps a subtle, differ- 
ence between Ji mau of intellect and an in- 
tellectual man. An intellectual mar. in the 
literary or artistic sense, Mr. Parnell was 
not. Ho cared nothing about literature ; 
he cared nothing about music ; he cared 
little about painting or sculpture; he had 
no feeling whatever for poetry, or for the 
beauty of a landscape, or for any of the un- 
numbered subjects and questions connected j 
with all these. lie bad not the slightest 
interest ill what arc called " problems of 
life." I never heard from him a word that 
appertained to anything metaphysical or 
psycological, or to any form of self-analysis 
—that morbid pastime of the age— or ana- 
lysis of any life problem whatever. He had 
but slight and general knowledge of history. 
There are men who must be described as 
famous among the living in our day in art 
or letters, and whose names would have 
conveyed to Mr. Purnell's mind no manner 
of idea. I do not think I say a word too 
much when I Hay that the whole of the 
literary and artiatic side of life was dark- 
ness to Mr. Parnell. It was not so much 
that he turned away from it. as that he 
passed it without l inking at it. But one 
could not talk to Mr. Parnell for long with- 
out gaining the impression that he w is talk- 
ing with a man of commanding intellect." 

Let it be added to this that Mr. Parnell 
was not, by any means, a good speaker, and 
the reader will wonder how it was that a 
man with such a meagro intellectual equip- 
ment could compel the House of Commons 
to listen to him, and , could become, in a 
short time, one of the most prominent men 
in the British Umpire. When Parnell first 
entered the House ol Commons, very few, 
indeed, took un interest in the Homo Rule 
question. The Home Rulers wore allowed 
a night or two in the session to air their 
viuWS. When the debate was over, the 

question wus shelved for twelve months, 
and from year to year no advance was 
made. But Parnell changed all this. By 
his policy of obstruction ho compelled, (iist 
the House of Commons and afterwards the 
whole nation, to listen to what the Homo 



Rulers had to say. Under him, the ques- 
tion grew and grow into importance until, be- 
fore he fell, it overshadowed allothers. When 
the history of the reign of Queen Victoria 
comes to be written, learned men and deep 
thinkers will try to find out the secret of 
Pnrnell's wonderful success. Parnells 
career shows what a man of capacity can do 
in the face of great opposition, who devotes 
himself heart and soul, and mind, to the at- 
tainment of one end. As far as can be seen 
now it was Parnell'a single less of purpose, 
combined with his great courage and his un- 
remitting persistence, that enabled him to 
do so much for home rule. It may bo that 
time and circumstances favored him. But 
it is not every man who could see the ten- 
dency of the time or take advantage of the 
circumstances. Whether people agree with 
Parnell or dill'er from him, whether they ad- 
mire him or detest him, all must admit that 
he was one of the most extraordinary men 
of our age, and his character is well worth 
studying. 

.■1 DICTION A UY WANTED. 

Our pugnacious contemporary, the Van 
couver World, finds fault, witii us, declares j 
t iat we are "verdant," and asserts that 
siime one has been stuffing us, all because it 
was said in a news paragraph, in our issue 
of Saturday, that the verdict in the Greer 
case was not received by the presiding 
judge. If our contemporary understood 
one of the plainest and most frequently 
used of English words, or if it had taken the 
trouble to look into the dictionary, it would 
not h ive attacked the Colonist and ex- 
posed its own ignorance. In the very para- 
graph in which it showers its reproachful 
epithets upon us it shows that what our re- 
porter said was perfctly correct. "Is it 
not a fact," the World indignantly asks, 
"that Sir Matthew heard the case, charged 
tha jury and sent them back after bringing 
in the first verdict, fur a fresh one?". Pre- 
cisely; Sir Matthew would not "receive" 
the verdict found by the jury. Let the 
World's critic look up the word "receive" 
in the dictionary and he will sco what an 
exhibition he has mule of himself. To 
8 ive him the trouble be is so unwilling to 
take, we will quote Webster's definition: 

"Receive — To take as something that 
U offered, given, committed, sent, paid or 
the like ; to give reception to ; to accept, 
not to reject, repel or turn away." 

As the World knows, Sir Matthew did 
not take, or give reception to or accept the 
verdict found by the jury, but rejected it 
pretty emphatically. 

The World has a way of stating objec- 
tions, of making corrections and of uttering 
criticisms which makes apology or reply of 
any kind altogether unnecessary. We 
begin now to be able to account, and to 
allow, for its needless violence und its ex- 
traordinary offensiveness. It evidently does 
not understand the full significence of the 
words it uses. When it bases an attack on 
a misapprehension of the meaning of so 
ample a term und one so frequently used as 
"receive," there must be a multitude of 
English wonls of whose significance it has 
not the most remote conception.

Now we 
must, before proceeding, secure money to 
go ahead on. The shares subscribed amount 
to $13,500, and the estimated cost of land 
and building is $40,500. I think the coun- 
cil of the Hoard would be fully justified in 
delaying calling fur tenders a little longer, 
until we can obtain further financial sup- 
port. I had hoped for a larger and more 
influential meeting, but would suggest that 
every member present consider himself a 
sub-committee to secure subscribers to ad- 
ditional shares, not in the Hoard alone, but 
out of it. 

Mil. GosTAvLf.ISEB thought there should 
bo at leust 200 people in Victoria willing to 
take two shares each. He could see no 
reason why the whole amount required 
should not bo subscribed, and advised the 
appointment of a committee to canvas the 
whole city and secure tho amount. It 
could see no necessity for paying $1,400 a 
year in interest. 

Mb. Ward concurred with Mr. Leiser, 
and moved that a committee of five be ap- 
pointed by the chair, to canvas members 
who have not us yet subscribed to building 
stock, and other citizens likely to become 
subscribers. Mr. Leiser, he thought, had 
hit the nail square on the head ; stock in 
the Hoard of Trade building was a good in- 
vestment, and energetic citizens would, he 
felt sure, be willing to lend their aid in 
helping forward a very useful and impor- 
| taut public work. 

Mr. J. H. Todd seconded the resolution, 
and hoped to sec a "rattling" good com- 
mittee appointed, und, after several other 
members present had endorsed the motion 
as meeting their views, it was put and car- 
ried. 

The committee was named to consist of 
Messrs. .J. II. Todd, 1). li. Ker, Uus Leiser, 
C. E, Renouf nnd tho secretary, who will 
hold their first meeting this evening.

To Tin: ISditoh: — The following I respect- 
illy submit, now that time and cirelim- 
ances have cleared, to public satisfaction,

^position to established authority. 
My last letter in jour columns was placed 
> the credit of Mr. Charles Hayward. That 
intleinun knew just US much of the letter 
id its author as your general readers. Tho 
ime can he said ol those now engaged in 
aming a petition to the Minister of balnea- 
on— to abolish a :hool Trusteeship in the 
rovinco- to have such position filled by 
ao lneiil manager, and with an ellieioni 
all of inspectors havo our schools directly 
iider tho iiiaiiugomcnt of tho Department. 
It is well known that 7") per cent of our 
tral trustees are inellicient- -ami with ro- 
ot wo know t hat a fow of our city trustees 
■o misguided young na n, obstructive to n 
;gree, and wholly inexperienced. Let us 
ire this wound— the only one on which 1 
,n lay my lingor in that 1 School Act " 
i admirably adapted to mcel the wants 
our province, and so considerately 
lited to all classes and creeds. Tho 
toration embodied in the potition will ro- 
lire, at least, three inspectors, possessing 
o high qualifications of our present in 
cctor, who in fuithfulnoss cannot he Bur 
i8sed, and in ability can have no superior, 
his i- the testimony of parents and pupils 
1 ho Inspector's district. 
When tho misunderstanding commenced, 
advised tho disturbing parlies to seek 
and make amends for the insinuation 
"le, before iho ultimatum came from the 
epartmciil. Then anyhow I felt certain 
nice was imaginury. I also know 
lopes ripe experience and conscicn- 
performance nfliis long and arduous 
that olliuial cupacity, so fully ap- 
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privilege and placed thoso who appointed 
them in so trying a position thut they ure 
ashamed to puss sentence on their acts, and 
must cast the onus on tho city lawyer. It 
is not difficult to guess what is coming, and 
still easier to imagine the good which must 
of necessity accrue from all this clap-trap, 
originated by a few aspiring lenders of our 
city affairs; I ask one and all, what have 
they to recommend them ? Certainly no 
experience — decidedly no superior ability 
in educational matters— and with much 
pain and sorrow we all know their exhibi- 
tion of had taato and had manners. Tho 
sum and substance is found in a dislike to 
our Educational Department. Why? Be- 
causo tho work undertaken is satisfactorily 
performed. Suppose the Minister of 
Education resigned, who is thero in the 
province to take his place? I challenge a 
nomination of a successor with even a third 
of our premier's ability. I say the same 
with equal confidonco as regards the hard- 
worked superintendent, We huvo no 
other of his varied experience, pro- 
found erudition, gentlemanly address, 
and thorough inclination to meet the many 
wants of the large district subject to his 
supervision, without including the official 
duties at tho homo office. \\ ith an insuffici- 
ent Btu IT, and, I believe, meagre remunera- 
tion, he ought to receive our gratitude and 
thanks, not an unkind word from any in- 
terested in the welfare of our children and 
the education of the rising generation also. 
Tho Chairman of the School Trustees wants 
to perform his duties, and he should not lie 
hampered. If the City Council is unwilling, 
the people of Victoria certainly shall, ami 
in a very practical way will, express their 
opinion at the next election. Wu admire 
our Government, esteem our education 
system, are proud of our provincial institu- 
tions, and are determined, like men to ap- 
preciate and applaud those whoso best days 
are devoted to the interests of our people 
and province, Veritas.

A ROUGH PASSAGE. 



The Empress of China A rrives Safely 
From Asiaatic 
Ports. 



Death and Burial at Sea-.Inpan 
After the Great Earth- 
quake- 



After one of the roughest trips on record, 
the CP. K. steamship, Empress of Chiua, 
dropped her anchor oil' the outer wharf, at 
4:30 yesterday afternoon, and as usual 
waited for a tender to come alongside for 
mails and passengers. No attempt to dock 
was made, the management of the line con- 
tending that in its present unfinished stale, 
the now outer wharf is unsuitable for the 
landing of passengers or freight ; while the 
old wharf, although the water is sufficiently 
deep alongside, is not staunch enough for 
their big liners. They say that just as soon 
as the uew dock is completed, they will 
redeem their promise to tie up here, on 
both inward and outward trips. 

After several a' tempts lo teach the ship's 
side, rendered ineffectual by the roughness 
of the water, the tender as well as the 
China shifted to Royal Roads, where pas- 
sengers and mails were transferred, and 
where the Empress remained at anchor until 
daylight came, to enable her to proceed to 
Vancouver. 

Ou her present trip the big steamer 
brings a full cargo, of which about 'J0J tons 
are for this port ; thirty first-el-iss passen- 
gers, and 117 Chinese (all males), besides 
four bugs of letters und papers, also for 
Victoria. Among I he passengers who left 
the ship here were : Mi'/ G A. Kecfer, C, 
13,. of Victoria; Mr. Benjamin Marshall, 
of Barnsley, England; Mr. F. and Miss 
Mirley, of Colorado; Mr. H. It. " i». ott ) 
the Chicat" SViiilnnairC, who, with Mrs. 
Wilson anil family, ha* boen enjoying an 
extended tour through Japan; Mr. .lo-a ph 
Chandlers of Covington, Ky.; Mi-s Tiffiuy, 
of Minneapolis, and Mr. 0. S; McShane, a 
millionaire resident of Sun Francisco, who 
has been visiting Yokohama. All the above 
are enjoying the hospitably of Hotel Dallas. 

The story they tell of the trip is an inter- 
esting one. The rough weather -ommenced 
soon after Yokohama was it ft astern, and 
continued with unabated fury for five days, 
during which the steamer was forced home 
hundred miles out of her course. Two 
sailors were injured badly, through the 
rough weather, indirectly, and one of the 
steel lifeboats was stove in. Oilier minor 
incidents and accidents were also recorded 
which show how severe must have been the 
gale through which, fortunately, the good 
ship passed safely. 

The saddest incident of the voy»go, and 
one which will linger long in the memory of 
the passengers, was the death in mid-ocean 
of one of llieir number, Gap:. Good, of 
Cleveland, Onio, who was on his way home 
when taken wiih the illness which proved 
fat.il. The body was committed 10 tun deep 
on Sunday lust, the captain ot the ship con- 
ducting the usual services in connection 
with a burial at sea. 

Being a little over thirteen days on the 
trip, the China brings little real news in the 
Chinese and Japanese papers making up 
her libs. Mr. II. It. VViUon and his p«rty, 
who were in Japan at the lime of the great 
earthquake, say that ii continues to mono- 
polize the attention of all classes. The 
official reports place the number killed ut 
8,000; injured, 9,000, one-toird of whom 
will dio. Besides Ibis terrible death loll, 
resulting directly from the eiirUiquuku, the 
sicklies-* following the disasti-rund incidental

Of course, no one 
has yet been able to ascend I he mountain, 
since the shock, to discover and report up- 
on the great changes fhat have occurred, 
In Yokohama, the earth trembled slightly, 
when the neighboring hamlets were laid in 
ruins, but the only damage done in the 
city wur to one tall chimney, that of the 
electric light « orks, which came tumbling 
to the ground.

Balfour on Irish Self Government. 

London, Dec. 1. — Right. Hon. A. J. Bal- 
four, Conservative leader in the House of 
Commons, and first Lord of the Treasury, 
addressed a meeting, to-day, at Hudders- 
field, of members of the Yorkshire division 
of the National Union of Conservatives, an 
organization which is holding its annual 
meeting ut that town It is said that all 
parties agreed that it was the duty of the 
Government to give local self government 
to Ireland, "if it could be safely done." 
"Hut," Mr. Balfour added, "unless wo are 
able to found such a bill on the broad basis 
adopted in Great Britain, or if such a mea- 
sure should be a menace or cause for nhirm 
to the smaller minority in Ireland, we had 
better leave it alone. My own belief is 
that it is possible to fulfill all the necessary 
conditions. There is no doubt that a bill 
of the nature outlined would transfer the 
power of the landlords south and west, into 
other bunds ; but unless it was proved that 
it would enable the disloyal to injure the 
loyal, there would be no reason to reject 
it,"
